Plant in an exposed place where the sun 
has access. Well dtained} light soil is” best. 
Plant in rows 4 to 6 inches deep.and keep. 
ground loose and free from weeds. -Dig 
bulbs when foliage is turning brown. “Cut 
tops off close to bulb and dry bulbs for a 
few days in open place, be sure to..keep 
from frost and severe freezing. Store bulbs 
in cold cellar or similar dry place where 
the temperature averages as near as 40 
degrees F. as possible.
